Tra" would give at least 
tweive sections of Canadian Pacific 
railway land in each school disttict. 
The average taxation is pbout $3.50 
per quarter rertion, Taking for the 
purposes ot caicuiaiion 300 as the num- 
per of school districts in the lervitor- 
ies within the C. P. R. grant, and not 
500, we find that the company's ex- 
emptions from taxation in school 
districts amounts lo about another 
$50,000. a year. There is an average 
tax of $6 on every quaiter section of 
lank owned bv a settler or homestead- 
er. and we claim toat the adjoining 
section owned by the Canadian Pacific 
railway company suouid puy an equal 
amouat after toe expiry of iheit\ ex- 
emp tion. 

I want to impress on the house that 
that meacs somthing to the ceople 
of the east, Ever sloce the Northwest 
Yerritories were orgauized, the sup. 
port of tae schoo and the unprove- 
ment of the roat+ bas been carried 
on by means of a subsidy, out of the 
Domision treasury, and year afte 
veal the plea has been made 
io this goverumeat by the government 
of the ‘lerritories that, because of this 
exemption of the Canadian Pacific 
railway lands from taxation, the Do- 
mirion treasury should supply the 
deficiency. And it has been supply- 
ing the deficiency and will have to von- 
tinue to supply it as long as the defi- 
cieacy exists. Do not make the mis- 
take that thie .asterm country is not 
interested in the question of the taxa- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway 
lands. The eastern country is paying 
every year out of the general treasury 
because of that exemption, ‘Tae peo- 
ple of the Northwest are bearing part 
of the unjust burden, and you are 
bearing the other part; and u is your 
question as weil as ours whether you 
are going to continue to bear chat 
burden or make the Canadian Pacific 
railway company bear its share, 

Tha house 1s instructed that it has 
no right to interpret its owa contract, 
and that u we touch this contract we 
break the good faith of the country, 
and do ourselves untoldinjury. 1 hape 
we will never want to brevk an honest 
contract; but I trust that we will 
never submit to + bunceed by the mis- 
interpretation, of a statue. The right 
hon. the first minister said that he 
agreed with the understandi-g of the 
bouse at che time, as that understa nd- 
ing was explained by the hon. member 
who moved the bi'l; but unfortunately 
that was not what was embodied in 
the contract, If that be the case, | 
say that the understanding of the 
house at the time was our side of tne 
contract. It is our business to see 
that that understanding is maintain- 
ed. and we are not atting fairly by 
the people if we do not. . This house 
is not an ordinany party to a contract. 
When, in the course of debate, ques- 
tions are addressed to ministers, the 
positions taken by mimisters with +e- 
gard to those questions, as taken down 
by “Hansard.” are accepted as inter- 
preting the law. That should be +a, 
and, is ‘so. ,

For wy part, I do not adnmut that 
there was any necessity for the intro- 
duction of this bill were it not for che 
statement made in the house vy mem- 
bers of the government, I do not ad- 
mit that there is properly any, neces- 
sity for any iaterpretation of the con- 
tract, or any room for any\ misinter- 
pretation) of it. Iam at the disadvan- 
tage of not being learned in ihe taw, 
and of taking a ponition entirely] op- 
posite to that taken by gentlemen. who 
are learned in the law, but, I say, that 
the words in this act can have only one 
meacing, according to my understand- 
ing of the Englisn lauguage. Phe 
words in dispute as mentioned by! the 
solicitor general, are: @ 

“Shall also be free from such taxa- 
tion for twenty years after the grant 
thereof from the grown.” 

I say that the word “grant” means 
“gift.” That is the dictionary mean- 
ing of the word, and it is not righ* 
to import into that word the technical 
legai meaning of “patent.” I say, ‘he 
land was given when the act was as- 
sented to, and that the twenty years 
exemption has to run from that time, 
Do you tell me tbat the owscersaip 
did not begin until certain acts Lad 
boen done’ But does not the hkom:- 
steader, who makes a homestead e- 
try, become in law the proprietor; of 
his land at that moment, although ne 
has not completed the homestead du- 
ties, and need not complete them. for 
three years afterwards? And ws he 
not taxable for that land, as soon “3 
he enters it as a homestead, And’ if 
he does not pay his taxes until he gets 
his patent, the land is sold, and the 
back taxes are collected out of the 
proceeds. 

The Minister of Finance. “Tnere is 
no such law, The land cannot be sold 
for the taxes. 

Mr. Oliver. When a homesteader 
enters for his land, that land there- 
upon becomes assessable, and is asses3- 
ed. Ani assessment is placed against 
that land each succeeding year, and if 
the taxes are not paid until the patent 
is secured than the land can be .nd is 
sold for the taxes, Of course 1t can- 
not be sold until the patent is secured. 
but those taxes stand againgt it until 
it is patented e 

The Minister of the Interior. The 
hon, gentleman is entirely mistakea. 
The taxes assessed against the /aud 
before it is patented cannot be collect- 
ed from that land, No title can be 
conveyed, in the case of land sold for 
taxes assessed before the patent is 
issued, ‘ 

Mr. Richardsou (Lisgar). I have 
seen huvdreds of cases ot lands adver- 
tised for sale for taxes, andyno doubt 
sv has the hon. the minister of the; iu- 
terior, and you will find printed at 
the end of the list “unpatented.” 


Tha Minister of the Interior. Taey 
cannot give a title for these lands. 

Mr. Richardson (Lisgar(. They 
may not, but they are sold tor taxes, 

The Minister of the luterior, No one 
who goes to a salq fox taxes will buy 
lard tbat in unpatented. Time and 
again in the courts of Manitoba such 
sales bave been set aside, and the most 
emphatic declarations made by the 
courts that land: cannot be sold or 
titles conveved in respect of taxes as- 
sessed before ‘he patent is issued, lhe 
-rovineial legisiature can wake the 
debt a personal one, but cannot con- 
vey the laads, . 

Mr. Oliver. As regards the point 
whether land that is homesteaded cay 
ba taxed before it is patented, I cannot 
tell you what the ‘aw is, #3 l am “ot 
a lawyer, I can only tell you what is 
dons, 

There is another case. Land is pur- 
chased sometimes uuder an agreement 
of sale. In such case, who has thea 
ownershig of that laod, and w ho is 
tuxed for it up to the time the agree- 
ment, is completed and the last mon- 
ey paid ? 

I say that the ownership of the land 
for the purposes of this act) commenc- 
ed when the act was signed, As the 
compavy: could negotiate its business 
oo the strength ot the money grant 
that was given by the act, just so it 
could negotiate its business on the 
strength! of the land grants given: by 
thei act. It was given then, and the 
compauy proceeded forthwith to do 
business on it, because it was given. 

{ am astonished 1o hear the -onten- 
tion;.that this land ‘grant is not tax- 
able; until twenty years after it! is 
patented. I uaderstand that there 
are members who make that vonten- 
tion, If there, are, do they under- 
stand the position in which it places 
them? Do they understand the josi- 
tion) in which it places this country ? 
Do they know. that if that contention 
id admitted, so far from this exemp- 
tion’ having expired at the timed this 
whole country expected it to expire) 
inasmuch as not an acre of that land 
has vet been patented, the twenty 
years exemptioo bas not begun to run} 
and this country is to be robbed—l 
say, robbed—for at least twenty years 
to come of whatever taxes we would 
have) received, but for that interpre- 
tation, Surely, the prime minister is 
not going to support that interpreta- 
tion? ‘Then, is he going to ieave it 
to the chunce of a judicial decision on 
a ‘bunco act as to whether we shail 
be robbed for that twenty years or 
noi? I cannot agree with him, that 
that! is the duty of parliament or of 
this government. Whatever may be 
thet stret legal interpretation of that 
act, neither he nor any other man can 
contend that it was in the mind of 
parliament—can contend that it was 
not farthest away from the ming of 
parliament’ at the passing of the act— 
that any such contingency should 
arise, Would any man argue for a 
jnoment that if it had been presented 
to parliament that that exemption was 
liable} to extend for forty years it 
would) have been granted? Nobody 
would contend such a thing. 


If there had been any such idea in 
the mind of parliament at the time, 
it wouldhave. been brought out in the 
debate, But there was ro such idea 
brought out in the debate, nor was 
there, any such idea in the mind of the 
country at that time. 

Those who desire, to take the posi- 
tion that this country is liable to the 
chance of a judicial decision on an act 
which! they themselves say they do not 
understand, may’say that that is their 
duty; but, so far ajs I am concerned, 
itv is not my duty asa member of this 
house, as [ understand it. 1 claim 
that the position of the members of 
this house is not the same as that of 
a private individual. It is the usi- 
ness of this house to see that justice fs 
dons to the people of this country; it 
is the business of this house to see that 
acts! which are faulty when they are 
passed) kre amended and made right, 
so that there shall be justice and sub- 
stantial justice to the people of this 
country, This house is taking too 
great a responsibyity when it says? 
We will do nothing in the matter; we 


will throw. it into the courts and let 
the people take chances on ai judicial 
decisidn) on an act which wei do nat 
noderstand, though we koqw and every 
mao ksows, what was meaat when the 
act’ was passed by the parliament who 
passed it. It has not been shown that 
there was anything different in the 
mind, of varliament when the act was 
gassed] than I have stated. Ii it can 
be shown that parliament had any 
other idea, that parliament thought 
exemption would extend for twenty- 
five or thirty or forty or fifty years, vt 
was competent for any hon. member 
to show that. But it cannot be shown. 
There is no doubt that the country, 
and; parliament, on behalf of the roun- 
try. made that bargain with the full 
belief that the exemption from taxa- 
tion. would termimate on the 15th 
February, 1901. Then, if the under- 
standing of parham<at is not distinct- 
ly and clearly provided for in the act, 
itis the dutty, as ik is the right—and 
as it is admitted to be the right—of 
this parliament to make the act as 
parliament understood it to be, and 
thereby protect the interests of 
the people of the western country and 
protect the treasury in which both 
east and west are interested,

Then Sir John 
Macdonald, seglyang, said that that 
clause only affected the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, which were Subject to the 
goverument and under the control of 
this parliamept, but could not affect 
the organized province of Manitoba;

Mr. Oliver. Might I interrupt to 
suggest a correction, It was announc- 
edjat thie tume that the government of 
Sir John Macdonald disailowed the 
Manitoba railway charters not as a 
matter of law, but as a matter of | 
policy. 

In reference to the contradiction by 
the ministgr of interior of Mr. Oliver's | 
statement respecting taxation of un- 
patented lands:

tion from the date of such homestead

out an address to “Al) Nations” ask- 
ing that they might, be allowed) to 
settle in SomP eountry where they 
could live according to their beliefs, 
which they, consider to be the laws 
of God, and that they might settle 
and live without ‘breaking those 
laws. For instance, the laws of 
this, country require that every male 
emigrant i8 years of age, who 
wants to settle on vacant govern- 
ment land, has to yecord it in his 
name, god, after a certain term, 
such) land becomes his property, But 
they cannot assent to such a law, 
cannot record homesteads in their 
individual names, cannot make them 
their private property, for they be- 
lieve in so doing they would break 
directly, the God’s ‘ruth. They 
also gbject to the marriage 
law, aod cannot accept such a ‘law, 
fof they believe that it also breaks 
the law of God. They .cannot be- 
lieve, that a marriage can become) le- 
gal because it is recorded im a_ police 
registen agd a tee of $2 paid for it; 
Onj the contrary they believe that 
such recording and payment annuls 
marriage and breaks ug its real le- 
gality, They also object to the regis- 
tration of births and deaths, For these 
reasons they petiuuoped the govern- 
ment of Canada to grant them, excep- 
tivas concernipg the use of lands, !e- 
gality of marriage upioas and regis- 
trations. They received an answ2r 
from the government stating tha: they 
must abide by Lhe Jaws of the country, 
and pointing out why lands could not 
ba held for those people unless they ea- 
tered eash man tor his own iiom:- 
stead, giving him fuli -pogsession of 
the iand, atter which it is his own to 
dispose of as he thinks best, In regard 
to their wishes as jto births, deaths 


and marriages, they were told that 
there was no possibility that their 
wishes in this could be met with. 


and that the laws of the country 
must prevail absolutely.” 

And so the laws of this free aad on- 
lightened Canada of ours are proving 
too, tyrangycal and oppressive for the 
saint-like and God-fearing Doukho- 
bor who emygrates to this country, 
unable jonger to stand the oppression 
of Russia, No woméler he found Rus- 
sian) Jaws and absolute monarchy op- 
pressive. The man who, like “The 
Woman, who Did,” beleves that any 
form of marriage ceremony is super- 
filuous and unnecessary, and who be- 
lieves that “private ownership of land 
is Gpposed to the Law: ef God,” is likely 
to have many rude shocks in this twen- 
tieth century, The Doukhobor is an 
interesting personage. He came here 
a few years ago with a little halo 
around his head set there by, admir- 
ing newspapers as a gecognition cf his 
religious enthusiasm and consequent 
persecution. A sheepskin wrapper and 
the halo were about all he had. Now 
it is different. Being a freeman in;a 
frea country the first thing he wants 
to do is to run the country, with laws 
to suat himseit, Its the oid story of 
tha beggar on horseback. Up to the 
time of going to press we*have not 
heard. of any radical alteration in the 
constitution of Canada, and so pre- 
surae that the unfortunate and un- 
happy Doukhobor will be forced to 
struggle along under a law that 
makes a marriage service jpeceSsary, 
that recoggizes “individual ‘owaer- 
ship of land,” a.nd that imposes a pen- 
alty for bigamy. The poor, down- 
trodden Douxhobkor wants © the nations 
of the world, to give him refuge from 
the tyrany of Canadian laws-and to 
afford hum a pil age to live in in accord- 
ance with his conscience. It would 
strike the ardinary downtrodden 
Canadian that in the kind of place the 
Doukhobor wa nts to live in anyone 
would not require to have a conscience,

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PARLIAMENT. 

’ Ottawa, March 11, 

Another good solid throw down of 
the Northwest settler was scored by 
the O. P. R. in parliament on Thursday 
night. Byia vote ui 104 to 8, the house, 
on the motion of the premier, gave the 
six montbe’ hoist to Richardsoa’s bili 
fixing the date of termination of the 
C, P. BR. exemption from taxation in 
tha Northwest. 


Tha C. P. R. Co. was given a land 
grant in aid of the construction of 
the railway, in February, 188i. The 
land grent carried with it an exemp- 
tion’ trom taxation for twenty years, 
the exemptson being stated in the fo!- 
lowing, words: 


“And the lands of the comraniy{ in 
the Northwest, until they are either 
sold or ogcupied, shall be free from 
taxation for twenty years after the 
grant thereof from the crown.” 


When the contract was made, as 
evidenced by the debate which took 
place in parliament at the time, and 
upi to the second session of 1896 the 
universal idea was that the date of 
termination, of the exemption was 20 
years after the 1 of the act, 
or deed of gift. It was withj startled 
surprise that the Northwest learned 
during the session of 1896, and subse- 
quent sessions, Irom members or the 
government when answering enquir- 
ies in parliament, that the contention 
Was being set up, on behalf of the 
company, that the twenty years ex 
emption did not commence at the pass- 
ing of the Bet, and would not com- 
mene until the land had been ratent- 
ed to the company. Yad the land 
been patented to the company as fast 
as it was earned, guch a_ osition 
would be at least intelligible, even if 
not strictly honest, But although the 
last spike of the railway was driven 
over fourteen years ago and there- 
fore the last acre of the land grant 
absolutely earped then, it does not 
appear.tnat the first acre of land has 
yet been patented to the'C. P. R. for 
purposes of ordinary agricultural set- 
tlement. When the company has sold 
land, the patent has been issued di- 
rect! by the crown to the purchaser, a!] 
responsibility, for taxation being there- 
by avoided by the C. P. R. Only in 
special cases, and for the special pur- 
posed of the company, nas land been 
patented to it, 

Had the land been patented to the 
company as it was earned in the man- 
nec clearly contemplated in the act, 
then the question as to whether the 
exemptiog extended for twenly years 
from the date of tha deed of gift 1 
twenty years from the granting of 
the patent might fairly have been 10- 
ferred to the courts, the conditions 
being those contemplated by the act. 
But! ‘by the lapse of ninteen years dur- 
ing which patents might have been 
granted and lapse of over fourteen 
years during the whole of which ali 
patents should bave been granted, 


the! conditions have peen absolutely 
changed, so that to admit the con- 
tention now that the exemption be- 
ganj at the date of patent would be 
to extend the exemption which was 
originally fixed at twenty years to 
from thirty five to forty years at 
least, with no present prospect of its 
ever terminating, as no patents are 
vet \being issued, To permit the case 
tc go to the courts under these new 
ard unlooked for conditions with a 
doubt cast upon the intent of parlia- 
ment! by the attitude and utterances 
of members of parliament and of the 
government is to unduly jeapordize 
the interests of the people ot the 
Northwest, in a matter in which the y 
are entitled to the fullest protection 
on the part of the parbument which 
made the bargain in which they—ihe 
people of the Northwest—had no voice, 
being then unrepresented, 

If there is ground for the contention 
that the twenty years exemption only 
begins at theiissue of the patent, then 
the late and present governments 
have been’ guilty of conspiracy with 
the O. P. R. against the people of the 
Northwest by failing to issue the pat- 
ents to the lands as soon as earned, 
thereby having already added at the 
lowest litnit fourteen years to the pers 
iod of exemption and at the highest 
limit twenty yearns. On tha  dthex 
hand if there is no ground for the 
contention that the exemption did not 
begin until the patent was issued, 
there is every reason why parliament 
should fix that point correctly sd as 
ta protect ibe public interests before 
the courts, When giving decisions on 
an ‘act of parliament the courts 
entitled to know what yarliament 
meant, and yarliament is the only 
authority] competent to give that in- 
formation, To do so admittedly 
withia its powers, and nov td do so 
when the occasion demands is iad fail 
to exercise its undoubted rights or 
to fuliil its plainast duties. If an act 
of parliament is not clear it is the duty 
of subsequent parliaments to make it 
clear, And it is uot lass its duty to 
do so bepause of the possibility of the 
deepest interests of a vast territory 
being imperilled by a legal quibble 
aq to the meaning of a single word, 
applied to conditions which were not 
contemplated! when the act was pas- 
sed and whose existence is in absolute 
voilation, of its plain purposes, result- 
ing not from the act itself? but from 
the action—or rather inaction—of the 
government outside its provisions. 

Tha poiyt sought to be attained by 
Richardson was a definite declaration 
byl parliament as to the data of ter- 
mination’ of the exemption; which he 
placed at the 15th of February last, 
twenty years from the date upon 
whidhs thi att was assented to. 
Strangd to say his proposition was met 
with a perfect storm of objectiong in 
whicht the premier, the minister of fin- 
avoe, the muiister of interior and the 
solicitor geaeral shared; the alieged 
grounds Of objection being the sanciity 
of contracts, Not content with de- 
nouncing Mr. Richardsen’s suggestion 
that parliament should say vhat it 
meant when the contract was signed, 
as socialism,, the premier moved the 
six months’ hoist. 

A, comparison between the attitude 
of the goverument on the Costigan 
motion and en the Richardsen bil 
brings out the unfairness with which 
the latter was trented, The Costigan 
motion, moved as an amendment ig 
the motion by the minister of finance 
to go into supply way by al! rules a 
want of confidence motion, which the 
goernment would have been justified 
iq «calling upon its followers to voie 
down as such. Instead of doing so 
tha government refused to consider, it 
it.as a want of confidence motion and 
sol deft it open to discusgian and vote 
irrespective of party considerations,

Tha supporters of the bill held! that 
parlimaent *thaving passed an act con- 
taining certain words regarding the 
ineamng of which doubt was expresy- 
ed it was the right and duty,—as it 
was withia the power—of parliament 
to! remove such doubt, sa that if the 
act should come befor» the courts there 
would, be no question as to its mean- 
ing.

A private party to a con- 
tract has no responsibility except for 
himself, and has no authority: beyond 
himself; Parliament as a party tof a 
contract is trustee for the 
whoki people, has paramount author+ 
ity, and tierefore extraordinary re- 
sponsibility, which it may delegate, but 
canoot{ share, and ‘does not divest/ it- 
self of by delegation even to the courts, 
Tha courts are a part of the machin- 
ery by which effect is given to the 
will of parliament—supposedly by see- 
ing that justice is done 
parties, Ag it is within the 
becomes the duty of parliament to ‘see 
that substantial justic2 is done by and 
through the courts; not to sanction 
a plain injustic2 on the plea that the 
courts and not jarliament are respon- 
sible, Having constituted the courts 
and, defined their duties everyone ,will 
admit that questions proper for (their 
consideration should not be lightly in- 
terfered with. But on the other hand 
it({ must also be admitted that where 
tha mature and importanve of the ques- 
tien, and the interests of justice de- 
mands, the juthority which constitut- 
ed| the courts cannot properly allow. 
the purpose for which they were con- 
stituted to be ignored. If there ig a 
doubt as to the meaning of certain 
wordd in a contract to which) parlia- 
ment is. a party parliament unquesy 
tionably has a right to give its un- 
derstanding as to the meaning of those 
words,

_ THE STRATHCONAS. 

Pla ‘udealer, | " 

Monday's tiain brought the advance 
guard of the home-comung Strath- 
cona’s Horse in the persons of Corp. 
Flintoff and Pte. J.C. Walker. The 
boys are in excellent health and look 
noae the worse for the year of cam- 
faigning in South Africa, though had 
we seen them when they left Cape 
Town two months ago, ragged and 
war-worg, the verdict would doubtless 
have deen different. 


The regiment sailed from Cape Town 
by the troipship Lake Erie onj Jan. 
20th, aud hence were on the ocean at 
the time of Her Majesty’s death, For 
two weeks after that sad event they 
knew nothing of it and at their chapel] 
services atid coneerts ou board ship 
sung “God Save the Queen.” Touching 
at Los Palmas, in the Canaries, they 
first learned of Her Majesty’s decease, 
On Feb. 13, t'ey landed at Gravesend, 
having had an excellent passage. They 
at! once entrained for London and on 
the 14th formed part of tha guard of 
honor to the King en route to the 
opening of his first parliament. On 
the day following they were reviewed 
hy the King at Buckingham Palace 
and presented with their war medals 
and with the King’s Colors. 

lord Strathcona banquetted the 
corps on Feb, 20th in grand{ style at 
the Kensington Palace Hotel. They 
left London for Liverpool on thea 22nd 
avd gna the eve of their departure for 
Canada were baaquetted by the Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool, ; 

The troop from Northern Alberta 
was particularly fortunate throughout 
the campaign as to casualties Pte. 
Banks died at Cape Town of enteric 
fever; Corp. Flintoff, now home, was 
shot through the leg but did not suffer 
permanent injury; Corp. D. Alison 
contracted; enteric fever, was sent to 
the hospital in Pretoria and did not 
rejoice; the regiment. Outside of these 
cases our men were for the most part 
blessed with very good health and 
escaped the Boer bullets. 

Te first fatality in the field euff>red 
by: the Strathconas was on Dominion 
Day when Pte. Jenkins, from Red 
Deer, was killed, while approaching a 
house flying the white flag. On July 
3rd two more men were shot down 
under similar circumstances, victims 


| of Boer treachery. 


Pte. Walker contradicts the story 
circulated some time ago regarding a 
squad of Strathcona’s stringing up a 
number of Boers caught firing under 
the white flag. 

We are indebted to Pte, Walker for 
information yegarding the Strath- 
conas who enlisted, here: 

Major Snyder, invalided home some 
months ago on account of enteric 
fever. Has resumed his duties as an 
inspector of N. W. M. P., at White 
Horse, Yukon Territory. 

Sergt. D. Alisou went to the hespital 
in Pretoria in October, suffering from 
enteric. Thought to have been in- 
valided home but has not yet arrived 
here, 

Sergt. Harry Irwig—in Eastern Can- 
ada; returning west shortly. 

Corp. Walter Flintoff, now home, 
was shot through the leg just below 
tha knee, in October last, whila the 
troop) was charging a long toni at

After com- 
ing out we came to the front, He 
coaxed) me to break the window; and 
I did so; after 1 broke the window 
wei both took a bottle of w hisky 
and then we went back to the dance, 

A. Cristall gave evidence as to the 
burglary. At this stage the (point 
arose} as to the admissibility as evi- 
dence of the uncorroborated  testi- 
mony of an accomplice. Mr. Gries- 
bach, for the accused, objected to the 
evidence being accepted.

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PEACE RIVER MAIL—NEWS OF THE NORTH 


J. K. Cornmwali, government con- 
tractor for the carrying of the mails 
from Edmonton to Peace River Cross- 
ing, arrived on Saturday from Lesser 
Slave lake. Mr. Cornwall ieaves again 
to-morrow! morning for the north tak- 
ing out the second and iast of the 
two special mails for the Peace river 
country. Theref will be about 250 Ibs. 
of letters and papers to take out and 
the itriz! will be an exceptionally hard 
one owing to the time of year at 
which) it is made; It is tod iate for 
the jouraey to be made all the way 
on the ice and too early for travel! by 
boat, Mr. Coruwall came down by 
dog train, making the trip from, the 
lake in eleven days, His team of four 
dogs was left at the Landing where 

! hel will get them on his return. The 
first stage of the return journey from 
the Landing will be made up the 
Athabasca’ on the ice for 75 miles, the 
dogs hauling the mail in their cariol. 
Here Mr. Cornwall leaves the river, 
takinig| to the bush on the: north side 
and traveling by an old Indian pack 
trail to Lesser Slave lake, about fifty 
miles. Thence) a journey of 75 miles 
will be made over the ice; oni the lake 
to the settlement at the western end. 
From the Jake the mail goes north by 
trail to Peace River Crossing, whence 
it goes, at open water, to points up 
and down the VPeace.. Tbe breaking 
ud of the ice on the iakes and rivers 
makes the trig both difficult and dan- 
gerous. On the 50 mile stretch 
through; the woods on the old native 
pack trail Mr. Corrwall expects to 
carry as much mail as possible himself, 
andj pack the rest, together withi his 
food supplies, on the backs of his faith- 
ful huskies. The two winter mails 
vouchsafedj by th» postal department 
to the re‘ideuts of the Peace river 
country bave been a much appreciat- 
ed blessing to the tradurs and settlers 
of that district, who hope, now that 
the, department has opened iis heart, 
that the good work may be, continued 
and, a regular service established. 

On his trip in Mr. Cornwall found 
the ice on Lesser Slave lake yartially 
out, spring having set in unusually 
early. The! ice on the ‘Athabasca and 
Slave rivers was firm enough to per- 
mit of light travel only. 

Some of the treaty supplies were met 
ati a point on Moose river, about 90 
miles from the Landing where they 
had to be cached on account of the 
unsafe condition, for heavy loads, of 
the ice on the Slave river. From their 


cache the men in charge off the sup- | 


plies—Travers, McNally, Ryan and 
Barkley—were cutting a traij through 
{ thel woods to the lake, a distance of 
30! miles, in order to get the supplies 
inj in time for the palymeat at the lake, 
thei 5th of Alpril. i 

Chas. ‘Anderson with freight, for the 
H. B. Co., and farming imylements for 
the, Indians, was met 30 miles, up the 
river from the Landing. 

Lawrence Bros, were met nine miles 
from the Landing, taking out farm 
implements and seed for their ranch 
ati Vermilion, on the Peace. 

A freighter of Lesser Slave lake, 
Louis Jobin, lost two teams of horses 
and one load of freight through the 
ice on the Slave river. ‘The freight 
was for the Roman Catholic mission. 

Insp. West, of the N. W. M. P., has 
arrived at his destination at the lake, 
and erisered ugon the duties of his 
new, appointment by making an offi- 
cial inspection of tbe posts of his 
division, . ‘ 

The health of the community at the 
lake has been good; There are no 
traces there of the fashionable epi- 
demi. ‘ -

Fur catch has been fairly good. ; 


At the Landing the saw mills are | 


resuming operations and lumber is 
being! sawn for the building of boats 
in preparation for the summer's trans- 
portation, ' :
